Thu Itvilfc towns that Jioili'd almost n unani- 
mous volo fur removal to West Bund, have 
10,3(55 of that population, nnd the other oijiht 
towns, (he remaining 11,013. Yet the twelve 
towm, nt tmiil election, could poll but 2395 
vote*; whilu the uii*ht, w'uh a population loss 
by 1312, could poll •J&U3 votes, nearly 200 
more than thu twelve. So thu returns show. 
Belgium and Urafion, with nn n«jjrcjr.rttu pop- 
ululion of 1780, polled 1053 votes (rather 
tmiiirt voting) ; whilu 1'olk and Gurmanlown, 
with an aggregula population of 30(!G— almost 
doublu thu number of the two first named — 
could poll only 00.') votes.

of tho county did not cotnu out ; for, in all 
conscience, there was not n town in Ihu coun- 
ty but that polled votes enough, for its own 
respectability 1 Thu contest^vns n warm one, 
nnd tho pnoplo were awnku in all purls of tho 
county. Nor can it bo said that there has 
been more immigration into thu eastern towns 
than into thu middle nnd western. But thu 
contrary, I think, can bo shown. Belgium 
and Graft on hro among iho oldest settled 
towns of the county, and tho lands have all 
lieen entered for several years, nt least thu 
fanning land* ; but muny of iho western nnd 
middlu towns aro now, nnd immigrants find 
thuir way into tmch towns much coonur than 
into older towns.

No explanation of that 
kind will meet thu cnso ; but I think tho fol- 
lowing will, — and that is, that Belgium nnd 
Grafton pollnd not lest than jive hundred ille- 
qal votes ! ' Belgium does not contain n native 
Wn citizen of America (so I nm credibly in- 
furmwd),— therefore,' every voter must havo 
"declared his intentions." Thoso who aro tho 
best acquainted in that town, think- it can 
poll about 300 legal votes. That being thu 
case, 403 of tha 703 pollod in that town, nro

Every candid man must coma to tho con- 


clusion, at once, that tuch voting is an 'outrage 
upon tho "elective franchise," nnd that West 
Bend was defeated by a corrupt and illegal
